“I am amazed,” said Mr. Farring­ 
ton in his statement, that the charac­ 
ter of the course pursued by the pros­ 
ecution in this case.

Brundage in charge of the prosecu­ 
tion of these miners.

Your gas bills should be thrift bills. Plan 
your cooking so as to make one burner or one 
oven cook more than one article of food at the 
same time. * 


While the meat is roasting in the oven, for 
example, you may not only bake other things, 
but use the floor space of the oven to boil veg­ 
etables. 


Also give thought to the selection of proper 
utensils. You know how important it is not to 
have more heat applied to the utensil than it 
can absorb at once. Flat bottom utensils with 
a base broader than the gas flame are fuel 
savers. 


If pots and pans discolor above the water 
mark on the inside, the reason is that you have 
tried to bring the water to a boil too quickly 
by using too large a burner or too much flame. 
Use the burner that is just a little smaller 
than the utensil so that the gas flame does not 
overlap the sides.

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., Oct. 28.— 
Pathetic letters from blind persons 
whose pension from the state ceased 
March 31 with the “exhaustion of the 
1921 legislature’s approximation of 
$750,000, arrive daily in the mail of 
Samuel F. Cook, blind pension clerk 
in the state auditor’s office. 
There are 5.700 of these persons 
whose means of support are conjec­ 
tural. 
Many of 
them 
likely 
are 
thrown on the charity of the com­ 
munities in which they live, it was 
said. 
They will receive no money 
from the state until the general as­ 
sembly makes another appropriation. 
The blind pension fund was institu­ 
ted at the 1921 regular session of the 
legislature to be derived from a 2- 
cent levy on the $100 valuation of all 
taxable property in Missouri. 
Mr. 
Cook stated today that the levy w*as 
based on the census of 1920, which 
showed only 2,500 blind persons de­ 
serving of the pension. 
The 2-cent 
levy, therefore, is far below the tax 
necessary to prov.de adequate funds, 
Mr. Cook said. 
The levy produces 
only about $1,000,000 a year though 
to meet the present demands at least 
$1,700,000 would be necessary, he 
stated. 
The law provides $300 a year for 
all blind persons more than 21 years 
old who have an annual income of 
less than $750. 
The pension is pay­ 
able quarterly. 
The letters from the blind state 
that winter is approaching and that 
they are at a .oss to know what to 
do. 
They ask if they will receive 
their accrued pension and when the 
pension will 
be distributed 
again. 
Mr. Cook can say only that It Is up to 
the next legislature, which will begin 
its session early in January.
